DOES 293,000. TOTAL POR ALL OTHER YEARS (THROUGH 
PY 78) AMOUNTS TO DOES 406,000. END SUMMARY. 

NEWLY ARRIVED AID/DIRECTOR HAS NOT HAD OPPORTUNITY 
REVIEW THIS PROPOSED PROGRAM IN DETAIL. ALTHOUGH 
AGREEING WITH GENERAL OBJECTIVES OF PROGRAM HE 
NOTES THAT PROPOSED FY 74 PROGRAM IS SUBSTANTIALLY 
ABOVE PY 74 CP AND PY 73 OBLIGATIONS. HE THEREPORE 
CAN CONCUR ONLY IP IT IS CLEAR THAT INCREASE FOR 
NARCOTICS PROGRAM WILL NOT RESULT IN DECREASE IN 
PUNDS AVAILABLE FOR OTHER AID PROGRAMS IN PERU. 
INEVENT WAIVER TO PISHERMEN'S PROTECTIVE ACT IS 
NOT REPEAT NOT OBTAINED, HE SPECIFICALLY REQUESTS 
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REVIEW OP PROPOSED NARCOTICS PUNDING LEVELS, IN 
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RELATION TO OTHER PRIORITY PROGRAMS TO DETERMINE 
IE REDUCTIONS ARE APPROPRIATE. DEA SAIC TAKES 
POSITION THAT ANY POSSIBLE REVIEW OE PROPOSED
